Protoceratops laid its eggs in the sand in 
a dig-out hollow where twelve to twenty 
eggs, each eight inches long, hatched. 


The eggs of a dinosaur were first discov- 
ered in the Mongolian desert in 1922 — 
they were one hundred million years 
old! The eggs belonged to a small dino- 
saur of the Upper Cretaceous age — 
protoceratops. Eight feet long, protocer- 
atops was distinguished by the strange 
circular collar behind its big skull. It 
was a harmless plant-eater with a parrot- 
like beak that had teeth only along the 
sides of its jaws. This odd-looking dino- 
saur was the ancestor of the great horned 
saurians. 


Protoceratops was not a fighter—its eggs 
were often stolen and eaten by the swift 
“ostrich” dinosaurs of the period.
